The  attached  tables  show  preliminary  estimates  of  the  supply  and  distribution  of 
upland  cotton  for  the  1943-44  season  and  final  estimates  by  seasons  1937-38  through 
194.2-43.    These  tables  were  prepared  by  the  Cotton  and  Fiber  3ranch  for  Administra- 
tive use  only. 

The  table  for  1943-4-4  consists  of  the  final  estimates  of  the  carry-over  on  August  1, 
194-3  and  preliminary  estimates  for  the  1943  crop.    Disappearance  figures  for  1943-44 
are  forecasts  which  take  into  account  (1)  available  supplies^  of  various  grades  and 
staples;  (2)  the  current  rste  of  mill  consumption  along  with  mill  capacity,  probable 
labor  supply,  textile  price  ceilings,  and  mill  margins;  (3)  military,  lend-lease, 
and  civilian  requirements  for  cotton  textiles,  in-so-far  as  information  is  available; 
(4-)  probable  exports  of  cotton  under  lend-lease  and  exports  to  such  countries  as 
Canada  and  Spain.    These  forecasts  are  not  based  on  any  precise  statistical  measure- 
ments, but  rather  represent  an  attempt  to  provide  an  appraisal  of  the  cotton  quality 
situation.     It  is  assumed  that  the  war  will  continue  with  both  Germany  and  Japan 
throughout  the  1943-4-4-  season.    The  1944  carry-over  is  computed  by  subtracting  the 
1943-44  forecast  of  disappearance  from  the  supply  for  that  season.    No  allowance  is 
made  for  cotton  destroyed  or  for  the  "city  crop"  which  are  partially  compensating. 

Total  disappearance  figures  are  computed  for  the  seasons  1937-33  through  1942-43  by 
subtracting  stocks  at  the  end  of  the  season  from  the  season's  total  supply  (carry-  . 
over  plus  production) Quality  estimates  for  exports  are  not  available  for  the 
period  1937-40.    Estimates  of  the  quality  of  exports  are  based  on  the  classification 
of  cotton  shipped  under  lend-lease  for  the  1941—42  and  1942-43  'seasons .     In  these 
two  seasons  domestic  consumption,  including  cotton  destroyed,  was  computed  by  sub- 
tracting exports  from  total  disappearance. 

All  figures  are  in  running  bales.  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  are  the  source  of 
total  carry-over  and  production  figures  except  for  the.  indicated  carry-over  as  of
